The nutivo dress of the* men is a oliirpa 
or breech clout; a shirt of calico, w hich 
is ti modern innovation; leggings of 
lioisobidu or the skin of the puma (the 
pumpn lion), and over nil a splendid rolie 
of gilniiiiL'o fur tit for any king. Those 
robin, like the blanket of llie North 
American Indians, arc never laid aside, 
and are worn like the celebrated I irceches I 
of lirynn u'l.ynn. The leather side in 1 
painted in bright colors, with symbol and 
trticery to represent the achievements of 
the owner in Isillle or in the chase, and 
some of t boin bear funUistic designs. A 
.veil taiim d robo is worth hidf u dozen ' 
horses, and is much prized by the owner, j 
who will led part with it unless hi* is very \ 
drunk or thirsty. The best ones are 

iinulu of l be skins of young guaui s, 

sewed together with llie sinews ol' the 
osl rich, ho that the shape of the animal 
will up|)eur. The fur is soft and silken, 
the backs and sides being of fawn c olor, 
and the belly of thu purest white. One 
can buy thorn of tho traders nt Piientti 
Arenas, but they seldom go to market, ns 
people on passing vessels pick them up 
l'i ir curiosities. 

Thu Indian women druss as the men 
do. and it is difficult for a stranger to 
distinguish the box of a Patagonia unlive, 
except from the ilill'erenco in stature, as 
the women are short and stumpy and 
generally have a baby slung over their 
barks. They do all the manual labor, 
pilch the tents or toldos, as they uiv 
culled, skin tho game that is brought 
down m the chase, make the robes, cook 
tin! meals and everything else in tho wny 
of drudgery, for their lords and masters 
lire opposed to ovory form of work 1 1 ml 
cannot lie done in thu saddle, Both the 
men and women me given to wearing 
loads of solhl silver ornaments, much of 
which is antique, and banded down from 
generation to generation. The silvei 
comes from the Andes, and is obtained 
lo trading with their neighbors, tin 
Arucaniaii Indians of Chili. Hunting is 
their business, and their amusements an 
gambling and horse racing. They arc 
great smokers, hut do not have the calu- 
met of their North American brothers, 
using cigarettes exclusively, like the 
Spaniards, from whom they have ac-

Uses or the Willow. 
- It is mi incei-mtine; fact Hint not only 
in tliu presnnce of extensive groiTtlin of 
the willow found lo be anti-malarial in 
its influence, but th.vl from a certain 
species of this same beautiful tree, or its 
bark, is derived the comparatively new 
hut w")l known antiseptic preparation 
■ ailed salie.iiie; ii is of a pure, bitter taste, 
highly folirilngal in quality, Is largely 
used in various solutions, also in surgical 
operations, and is the most effectual pre- 
ventive of pul refaction in the system yet 
known. Por these purposes the willow 
is now being extensively and systemat- 
ically cultivated. At the end of two 
rears the switches are from four to seven 
feel long, and are cut and gathered into 
bunches like sheaves of wheal; in the 
•trip] >ing building thoy are steeped in 
water and the bark at the larger ends 
loosened for a couple of inches by ma- 
chinery; one by one the switches are 
placed in the mechanical stripper and 
with a pair of pliers are pulled through 
with a sudden jerk, beiug then wiped off 
with a wooden cloth, bundled, nrid laid 
away to dry. All the leaves and bark 
are dried and bided, the average yield be- 
ing a ton to the acre, tlio willows com- 
manding, when dry, $800 pur ton. — 
Crank Leslie's.

1 have hud some experience w it li 
lulled grouse. The peculiar noise made 
by them while drumming is usually 
made while the bird is standing upon a 
log, but the log has nothing whatever lo 
do with the sound produced. The bird 
while drumming assumes an upright po- 
sition and droops his wings until the 
flight feathers almost or quite touch the 
log or other perch on which he stands, 
lie then, by an Intense muscular effort, 
makes quick, spasmodic boats with his 
wing's. In doing this the ends of the 
wing feathers may. and perhaps some- 
times do touch the log ; but it is the in- 
tense quiver of the flight feathars, as thoy 
come in contact with tho still air, in tho 
short anil intensely rapid heats that pro 
duce tho soft, yet powerful tind fur reach- 
ing sound. No imjMtot of u feather or 
feathers with a solid substance — especially 
a moss covered log — could ever make a 
sound capable of being heard for a <|uar 
tor of a mile. The air seems to be tilled 
with the sound, soft ns it is, and it seems 
to come to you from every direction, bo 
that il requires ti (puck and practiced ear 
to locate it correctly . This is proof posi- 
tive that il is produced by vibratory ac- 
tion in the air, and not by the imparl ef 
two solid substances. -Cor. American 
Field.

VICTOR1A CITIZEN'S DUTIES. 

An Kloquent DIbcoumb in St. Andrew's Church 
-The City's AUvanliiges- The Need of 
Knorey on the Part of Its People 
Incapacity of Certain Olllclals. 

At St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church, 
Courtney Street, last evening, Huv. P. 
McF. MoLeod delivered an eloquent and 
impressive sermon upon the" responsi- 
bilities of Victoria's citizens, their duty 
to themselves and their children, and the 
means to bo adopted to reap the full bene- 
fit of thu manifold advantages Providence 
has placod at. their disposal. The rev. 
gentleman took his text from Kzokiol, 
chap, 48, verso 35, "And the name of the 
city from that day shall be, The Lord is 
there." He said it is in the cities of the 
world we are tu look for tho greatest evi- 
dence of man's power. It is where man 
congregates together in large numbers we 
tind him accomplishing his greatest feats 
and meeting his greatest defeats. An old 
proverb says God made the country and 
man made the towns; but if we looked at 
the matter in thu right way we would-be 
forced to admit that it was God built the 
cities, and it was Ho who had regard for tliu 
true welfare of the people, as without His 
assistance man's efforts Would all be. in 
vain. Hero, in Victoria, Almighty God 
had done grunt things for us as a people. 
W o should in juslicu speak of our city as 
a place of surpassing beauty ; feasting 
our eyes on thu glorious scenery with 
which wo aru surrounded we see on all 
sides evidence of God's handiwork. The 
mountains, forests, streams, rivers, val- 
leys, gladus, sylvan nooks, all speak of 
( -oil's goodness, and should always make 
us think well of our city and the unaur- 
passing beauty of its situation. The rev. 
gentleman referred to our climate, with 
iis healthful breezes, aud compared it to 
other places, instancing Toronto, where 
t hejheat isaf present so oppressive that tlie 
churches have to bo dismissed earlier than 
usual. Our geographical position was al- 
so cause for congratulation; the province 
w as ihu key to the eastern world, and is 
now the easiest and most direct route to 
China and Japan. These were but a few 
of the things God has done for us, and 
what has man done in comparison/ lie 
( Mr. McLeod) had visited many cities and 
countries but hud never seen a place with 
so many natural advantages where the 
people havo done so little for themselves, 
lie referred to the many unsightly and 
dangerous tumble-down shanties and 
broken and dilapidated fences around the 
city, even private residences in some 
places being allowed to go to ruin for want 
of a nail; the lack of shade t rees on our 
streets was also a drawback to 
tho city, and the apathy of the 
citizens in this respect was indued a mys- 
tery, iis beautiful shade truus grew near 
the city in abundance and were to be had 
for the carting, and the planting of which 
would make our streets attractive to 
strangers and visitors. There were few 
cities containing so much wealth as Vic- 
toria where the citizens were so 
regardless of their health. The bad 
drainage was referred to at length, and 
spoken of in scathing tonus, the rov. gen- 
tleman saying that those in authority and 
had charge of tho city affairs who could 
remain inactive while our little children 
wore dropping off one by one owing to 
the bad water, drainage and other causes, 
were solely responsible and would ono 
day have a fearful account to render. 
Must a pestilonce or a plague of cholera 
come, said he, to awaken these men to 
thoir duty/ It was only by God's 
mercy that such a calamity has 
so long boen averted, and not at 
ail to any steps thuBu incapables have 
taken to avert it. He next referred to 
the moral atmosphere of Victoria which, 
hu said, would compare favorably with 
other cities, taking into consideration tho 
various classes of people to be found here, 
lie was sorry to bob saloons kept open on 
Sunday, however, and hoped steps would 
soon bo taken to remedy this state of 
affairs. Restrictions should also be placed 
upon the establishment of taverns at our 
very doors in places where they are not 
wanted and where they cannot fail but 
prove injurious, there being so many 
young children. Are tho people's wishes 
to be coolly ignored, and their requests 
set at naught? He thought not. If wo 
desired our city to bo what it should, we 
should bo outspoken, for by keeping 
silent we would only have ourselves to 
blame. Thoae who were indebted to the 
growth of the city for their wealth had 
a duty to discharge in regard to the city's 
welfare, not alone for their own benefit, 
but for that of their children. The peo- 
ple should rouse themselves, wrest the 
power from these incapables, and elect 
men to the council who were qauli- 
tied to with deal matters pertaining to tho 
city's well-being. He instanced Liver- 
pool, whore a similar state of affairs exist- 
ed, until tho people arose in their might 
and elected good, God-fearing men, and 
the change that has since taken place in 
that city is a revelation. The same con- 
dition of affairs prevailed at Toronto un- 
til a mayor and council was elected who 
feared God and were determined to do 
right. It was a sad state of affairs when 
to be a Christian man was to be a byo- 
word and a reproach, Our time of use- 
fulness on this earth was short; ere long 
wo would be called to another and greater 
city, where earthly strifo was unknown; 
ere buig — but a brief space of time — our 
city here would bo a thing of tho past, 
but while on this earth wo should make 
the most of tho benefits God has placed at 
our disposal and prepare as far as possible 
for an abode of heavenly bliss.

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CANADA'S MANHOOD. 

Some years ago ona of tho foremost of 
Englishmen of science, in Iub oa^ornesa to 
do hoifbr to' a thoory of whicli ho was and 
ia oneuof thu clearest and most eloquent 
«Kpositors, watched for the time when, in 
legal phraseology, tho book in whicli that 
theory was first made known, could bo 
Mid to have " come of age." Ho had 
good reason, indeed, to know the days of 
the yetrs of its life, having, as lie said, 
acted as u sort of under-nurse to the child 
of promise. It was certainly a child which 
was destined to make much noise in the 
world, and its birthday might, not with- 
out justification, bo looked back upon as 
an epoch-making date in the world of 
science. At any rate, the call Lu do it 
honor met with a hearty response, and its 
coming of age was duly celebrated. As 
we said yesterday, wo Canadians aro now 
celebrating our manhood —we are called 
upon to commemorate tho coming of age 
not of a book, but of nn institution or a 
polity. On tho 1st day of July, 1888, it 
was just twenty-one years since tho Brit- 
ish North America Act wont into force, 
since the once isolated provinces of Can- 
ada were united into one great Dominion. 
The full purpose of that transforming act 
was. not, indeed, accomplished till some 
years later. Tho original Federation con- 
sisted of only the two CanadaS, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, but in due 
time Prince Edward Island saw the folly 
of standing aloof, the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany cession having already added the 
province of Manitoba and tho Northwest 
Territories, and tho legislature of British 
Columbia having passed the resolutions 
in favor of union on the 1st of .luly, 1872, 
the league initiated live years previously 
was completed, and the whole expanse of 
country from Capo Breton to Vancouver 
Island had given its adhesion to the fed- 
eral compact. Newfoundland, however, 
which was expected to follow tho example 
of its insular neighbor, still remains out- 
side of the chain of united provinces. A 
delegation from its ministry will arrive at 
Ottawa in November to discuss tho ques- 
tion, and that that colony will eventually, 
indeed in a very short time, discard the 
policy of isolation and join its fortunes 
with tlisse of the Dominion is considered 
fairly certain. If there are any who 
question the success of federation, 
let them try to imagine what would have 
been the condition of things to-day had 
the old system of separation remained in 
force. Those, indeed, who have grown to 
manhood since the great change was effect- 
ed cannot conceive the contrast which is 
suggested by the recollection of the regime 
that preceded it. To-day tho Atlantic is 
practically far nearer the Pacific than a 
quarter of a century ago it was to Lake 
Ontario. Our younger citizens who are 
wont to reckon the preparations for de- 
fence that followed the "Trent affair" 
among tho evidences of British and Can- 
adian patriotism may better understand 
the possible risks of that crisis from some 
experiences of 1885 in the Northwest. 
The winter movement of troops inland in 
18bT, ever with the menacing foe else- 
where occupied, was a problem which wo 
may congratulate ourselves on not having 
to face again. Tlio gaps between the 
centres of population have almost all been 
tilled, and fresh nuclei of habitation have 
sprung up like magic along the great con- 
necting routes. Those who sneer at the 
consolidation of the Dominion as an idle 
dream may recall that not very long since 
the very game sneer was indulged in by 
those who opposed the building of the 
first American Pacific line. Yet that lint 
altered the entire face of the continent and 
now there are two others, one on each side 
of it. Not less, but more marvellous, has 
been the civilizing force of tho Canadian 
Pacific, whicli opened up a region of rare 
fertility, of unsurpassed mineral wealth, 
and of sublime grandeur of scenery. If 
there is impatience manifested in tulilt 
quarters because the boons obtained have 
not been greater, it is because our people 
have grown so accustomed to advantages 
once undreamed of that they undervalue 
them. Our public spirit and national 
sentiment have unhappily not kept pace 
with our material progress. Canada en 
joys to-day a reputation, a prosperity, an 
influence to which a couple of decades age. 
even the most sanguine could not have 
looked forward. Seldom, if ever, in 
modern history has a progress so rapid m 
every phase of material development been 
paralleled. It need not shrink from 
comparison even with the much vaunte I 
growth in wealth and greatness of oui 
more populous and powerful neighbor. 
Tho impulse, moreover, which gave the 
movement its quickening impetus came 
from within. Had Canadian states 
men been of the Bluff, inert 
and flaccid, that sinks into despair when 
outside props are withdrawn they would 
have yielded to temptations, both ultra 
oceanic and ultra-limitary, to surrondei 
their independence and to cast in then 
lot where all distinctive life and action 
would have been absorbed and destroyed. 
We may bo thankful to-day that, in the 
hour of trial, they were above such weak- 
ness, that even when some of England's 
leaders proved recreant to their trust, 
they refused to be untrue to themselves 
and the traditions and principles whicli 
made them what they were. Tho conse- 
quence was that Canada was not only able 
to struggle along under the bunion im- 
posed on her, but to boar it proudly and 
defiantly, and to the confusion of those 
who, for their own objects, devised and 
insisted on the test. And now Canada, 
having shown her ability to stand alone, 
eubtlo foes would entice her by other acts 
to part with tho freedom that alio holds 
dear, and to hand over tho gains of her 
progress and experience to baffled rivals. 
With tho impatient, tho discontented, the 
narrow-minded and the purely selfish all 
communities have to deal as best they 
cmm. It is vain to urge on such as thui.o 
(list thu experiment of Canadian federa- 



tion has been, everything considered, an 
unexampled success. Surveying, stop by 
step, tho path of progress that Canada has 
followed during these twenty-one years, wo 
cannot holp being filled with admiration, 
with thankfulness and hope. The Can- 
ada of the present is to tho Canada of 
1807 as the Canada of that year was to the 
struggling and isolated settlements of the 
early portion of the century. Before its 
close what may wo not hope for in the 
lino of further development in all direc- 
tions if only our people bo patriotic and 
self-reliant, and have faith in the destin- 
ies that await thorn. And, in spite of dis- 
cordant notes heard now and thou above 
the hum of industry and the noise of on- 
ward movement, we believe that the groat 
bulk of them are inspired by a trust in 
their own resources, moral and material, 
which will enable them to triumph over 
all obstacles and to roach, in the fullness 
of time, tho goal of perfect nationhood to- 
wards which for twenty-one years we have 
been striving. 

TRICACHEUOUS TO STANLEY. 

The civilized world will grieve should 
the reported wounding and death of Stan 
ley unfortunately be continued. There 
is reason to believe that his ally, Tippoo 
Tib, has proved treacherous. This is the 
mercenary chief and slave-dealer who es- 
corted the explorer's caravan across coun- 
try to the Upper Congo in 1887, when he 
made his famous descent of the river. 
He is tho most powerful chief known in 
the region between Lake Tanganyika and 
Stanley Falls. Hu was probably respon- 
sible for tho assault upon the European 
station at the latter point which preceded 
Stanley's return to the Congo Valley. 
Tippoo Tib resembled in his authority 
over native races and in his character and 
occupation, Zobehr, whom General Gor- 
don was anxious to have as an ally at 
Khartoum. Mr. Stanley knew that lie 
could do nothing with his Zobehr, and 
thought that lie could purchase the slave- 
trader's support by giving large bribes to 
him and by investing him with supreme 
authority at Stanley Falls. The two men 
mot at Zanzibar early lust year and made 
a bargain. Tippoo Tib accepted the of- 
fice of Governor at tho Falls, agreeing to 
defend the station against Arabs and 
blacks, and being promised a handsome 
salary from the Congo Free State. He 
also signed a contract for supplying 000 
carriers who were to accompany Mr. 
Stanley to Wadelai and to transport 
Ehuin's large stock of ivory to the Congo. 
When Mr. Stanley's expedition ascended 
the Congo, Tippoo Tib went to the Falls 
and took charge of the station with the 
title of Governor. He was expected to 
send provisions and men to the Upper 
Aruwimi, while tho column was on the 
march. The messages received by Major 
Bartlott from the expedition in July stated 
that supplies and reinforcements were ur- 
gently needed. Tippoo Tib commanded 
two of the four approaches to Wadelai 
and apparently was able to send supplies 
to tho Aruwimi Valley, but neglected to 
hold to his agreement. If disaster has 
overtaken Stanley, his Zobehr will proba- 
bly be held responsible for it, since 
through inaction or treachery on his part 
the progress of the expedition has been 
retarded and its resources crippled and 
exhausted. Tippoo Tib was willing while 
in Zanzibar to agree to abstain from slave- 
traffic at Stanley Falls and to take arms 
against slave-raiders. It is probable that 
when he arrived at the station and asserted 
his authority as Governor, the instincts of 
the old slave-hunter revived. Possibly ho 
ascertained that he could make more 
money in the slave-trade than he could by 
supplying Stanley with provisions and 
transporting Grain's seventy-five tons of 
ivory across the country to tho Congo. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

[Iidkk Haggard states that the aver- 
age Briton has at heart a contempt, if not 
for literature, at least for those who pro- 
vide it. 'I'he reason is because so few 
make a fortune with their pons. If a 
man succeeds in art he will bo paid one 
or two thousand pounds apiece for por- 
traits. If he succeeds at the bar ho can 
make thousands upon t housands in a year. 
But literary men, with a very few excep- 
tions, barely make a living. Hence John 
Bull has hut little genuine respect fur 
them. Not that he lias no respect for 
genius - all men bow to that but be 
thinks more of genius dead than living. 
Living genius wants money, and the 
Briton has more respect for genius dead 
because it is beyond the reach of want. 

A st ran ok discovery has been made re- 
garding Palmerston Island, one of the 
Pacific Islands, by the captain of the bark 
Queen's Island, who stated on his arrival 
at Newcastle, in New South Wales, that, 
while passing tho island, which was sup- 
posed to bo uninhabited, he was surprise d 
to see a boat put otl from the shore. The 
chief of the occupants, by name William 
Marston, stated that ho ran away from tho 
British bark Rifleman, in Tahiti, twenty- 
five years ago, from whence he went to 
Palmerstoil Island, where be had only 
been three years when ho decided to cul- 
tivate if by planting coeoanut trees. 
There are thirty- three inhabitants, all sif 
whom speak English fluently. Marson 
said he did a good trude in copra with 
small vessels.

CUSTOMS RETURNS. 

Comparative Returns for tlie Past Several 
Years-Tile First Half of l»88. 

Juno 30th ended the fiscal year at the 
custom house, and a comparison of collec- 
tions for the years 1885, 188(1 and 1887, 
with the six months of 1888, will give a 
fair idea of tho amount of business tran- 
sacted ut this port. It will be noted that 
the collections for the year 1885 exceeded 
those uf 18S(i by $135,000, those of 188 
by nearly S100,000. The large receipts 
in 1880 were due to the fact that railway 
construction in British Columbia was at 
its height, causing an abnormal increase 
in the imports which decreased when rail 
way work was finished. Tho receipts for 
the fust six months of the present year 
aro within £18,01. 7.00 of the tirst six 
months of 1885, and there is good pros- 
pects that the receipt of that year will be 
equalled if not exceeded at the close of 
the present. Such a satisfactory condi- 
tioli of trade is highly gratifying. It 
prmes that Victoria is doing a 
largely increased business over that uf 
any previous year. In 1885 the greater 
proportion of the goods consumed in the 
province were imported from the United ; 
States markets, while at the present time 
they are purchased iu Eastern Canada in 
large quantities. The official returns will 
undoubtedly show this to be the case. 
In 1885 the total value of goods imported 
from Eastern Canada into the whole 
province was §117,054; in 1880 it was but 
S208,l)72; in 1885, induced by the opening I 
of the Northern l'acilic, it reached tho 
ligure of $'.127,054, and the returns ol the 
present fiscal year will probably see it 
amount to over a million and a half. 
Hence it will bo readily seen that, while 
the amount received from duties have 
somewhat decreased at this port since 
completion of railway work, and the in- 
auguration of excessive competition with 
eastern houses, the city of Victoria has 
transacted an increased volume of trade. 

The construction of the branch line to 
Beechor Bay, thus giving connection 
with tho American railway system, the 
opening of the Comox coal lields, the 
building of extensive saw-mills at Esipli- 
malt, and the establishing of other in- 
dustries will tend to rapidly enhance the 
value of our trade. That we ale a 
wealthy community is an established tact, 
I hat we possess shrewd and energetic 
business men is true, that there are 
greater substantial improvements being 
made this year than iu any proceeding is 
also a fact. There are many lines of 
business that will be opened up in the 
course of tho immediate future in fishing 
and manufacturing. In the light uf the 
figures quoted below, and looking ahead 
at the assured prosperity that is booh to 
bo realized, where is the ground for re- 
garding with any degree of trepidation the 
progress of any other section of the pro- 
vince. In their advancement Victoria
